Apply by ground in a minimum of 100 gallons water
per acre, or by air in a minimum of 10 gallons water
per acre. Do not apply through any irrigation system.
Begin applications at early pre-bloom prior to or when
catkins are partially expanded. Make additional
applications during bloom and early nutlet stage, or as
needed if frequent rainfall occurs. The minimum
reapplication interval is 10 days. Do not make more
than 10 applications per season. Do not apply more
than 24 pounds product (18 Ibs ai) per acre per use
season.

Mixer/loaders must wear a dust/mist filtering respirator
(MSHA/NIOSH approval number TC-21C) or a NIOSH
approved respirator with any N, R, P, or HE filter.

Restrictions: This product must be tank mixed with a fixed copper product (such as Cuprofix Ultra
